he action in which the. Nations! Bank 
‘of China sued Mesers P.. Lomaire and 
Company in respect:to 8 Bill of Exchange 
‘was continued in tho Fall Court this 
morniny, before His Lordship the Obicf 
Sustice (Sir Franois Piggott) aud Hie 
Honour the Puisne Judge (Mr A. . 
Wise). 

Mr E. H. Sharp, K,0., (instructed by 
Me H. W. Looker) appeared for the 
plaintiff, defendant boing represented by 
Mr M. W. Slade (Instructed by Mr F. P. 
Hett). | 

Tho Bink ved the defendants on a bill 
of exchange which was accepted by the 
defendants and nogotistad by tho bank, 
and alternatively it was euing on a note in 
roapect of tho aame debt. In 1902 for the 
frat timo the Bank of India in London 
began buying bills drayn by o firm called 
Showell & Co. in England, with which firm 
a Mr Plant was connected, Piry and 
Company wore tho Hongkong agonta ‘of 
that firm, and those bills were drawo in 
respezt of goods consigned by Showoll 
& Co. to Piry. The documénts for theeo 
goods wero deposited with tho Bank of 
India in London and forwarded to the bank 
lere together with the bills. Until April, 
1903, ail went well and tho billa were duty 
met by Piry, bat apparently about that 
time Piry began to get into fiasncial 
dificultics and to dishonour these billa— 
the firet dishoroured bill bearing date of 
that month, The bank pressed Piry, and 
ultimately held theso dishonoured Lilla 
and ducumonts relating to the goods to the 
amount of something like $50,000 or 
$60,069, In August, 1903, Plant came to 


Hongkong to realise as much as possible in [- 


reduction of his own firm's liabilities, being 
afterwards appointed liquidator.

* Without going back ta the*mior 
“Emperor” dynasties, avfilce. jt to my 
that ainco.B.O, 1122 the dynasty:of Chou 
had ruled imperially with the more mune. 
dane title of “Kings.” ‘The whole of con- 
fedorated China, which waathén practically 
confined to the north of the Yangtaso, was, 
with the exception of the immediate kingly 
domain (esy modern Honan) pareelled out 
into feudal principalities akin in prisclple 
to the nome of ancicat Egypt. In-the 
time of Eao-taz and Confaelae, the King, or 
Pharoah, waa, as in Kgypt at varlous per- 
ioda, to many intents merely primus inter 
pares,andthe mote powerful nomes, roughly 
corresponding with modern Shensi, Shansi, 
Chihli, Shantung and the Two Klang were 
beginning to afrogate rival royal dignities 
and avon to fi ht for quasi-imporial 
supromacy. Lao-tsz, himaolf a. native of the 
Inst named voiio, observing from hie 
advantageous standpoint as Archive Roeper 
for the King that ‘tho throne of Pharoah 
was surely col‘apsing, at Inst shook the dust 
of politics from his feat and took himself to 
the westorn frontior. In after ages; not 
then, there sroso: traditions of his having 
passed by Khoten, converted tho Tartare, 
and so on; but thes: aro quite worth. 
less, Confucius, 8 a prominent man in 
a petty Ducal nome (part of modern Bhan- 
tung) also did bis best, according to his 
lights, in order t» atay the-provailing licensa. 
and anarchy. It-must be remembered that 
bouks were cambrous objects in those 
days, being mere slips of wood or bamboo, 
carved with astyle liké the floxiblo material 
stil! used in Indin and Tibet ; and though

Lao-tez then probably 
spent a few months in pleasant retirement, 
jetting down, in the lsconic form so in- 
separable from laborious and clumsy 
writing materials, the heads of his 
philosophy, the details of which would, 
as ho knew at once, suggest thom: 
solvas to each intoreated student. 
Even at tho present day it is a. favourite 
practice with disappointed ex.Vicerpys 
and Governors to spend their final ‘deyd 
n philosophical obscurity as pilgrims, or 
hermits, Ihave known one auch, | Between 
Bit and 50% whut Lao-tez had feared 
actually took place. The king, Pharosh, or 
Emperor, becnmo a plsythiug ia the hands 
of the most powerful nome for the moment. 
Tho tomes went ont fighting incessantly 
until about B, C. 36, whon, the westérn- 
mest unfoderated nome. of Tein (Shensi), 
which for: 60¢ yenre had been rogarded 
as half barbarian, rejoined ‘the Chineso 
political system, and, through its superior 
energy “and ‘organisitim “set about the 
deliberate absorption one by one of all tho 
other . Homes, including’ at ‘last the royal 
domain ; and-'finally!in 221 unified the 
Empire under tho new dynsaty of “ Auguat 
Emperors,” tho Imperial title still in use. 
In B 0.213 thé monarch who achieved all 
this, growing impatient at-the criticisma of 
politicals and philosophers, resolved to put 
-on oud to both learting aud literary mon, 
go fer a8. their existence tended to thwart 
his revolutionary achemes. As this identical 
monarch allowed himse:f “a ‘hundred 
and thirty-three pounds woight of despatch 
reading” 
easy to-imagine what a ‘ book”. must 
havo moant: it must have been as unwieldy 
as the baked clay.of Babylonié, Probably, 
indeed,''the ownerebip of every important 
book in’ the Empire was well-known to 
virtuosos; and'when we ‘read of all books 
except thoso on agriculture, modicino, and 
divination “being destroyed: {an act, says 
Professor Chavennes, for which there was 
already's wostorn précedent in Aloxander’s 
similar treatment of the Peraian-books om 
religion and philosopby). we must simply 
-assume-that-well-known—works,-too-bulky- 
to hide,: waro -ealled fn and destroyed 
so far as it was possible. to gét at
